Delegated 
Legislation 
Necessary 


‘HAT he termed “the 
deplorable tendency of the 
people of this country to run 

down the legislature—which is one 
of the best in the world '—was 
criticised by Mr. James Dillon, 
T.D., when he spoke at the Law 
Students’ Debating Societ at 
King’s Inns, Dublin, last night. 

The legislative practice which was 
creeping in of _ restricting , the 
individual right of access to the 
courts was a detestable development, 
said Mr. Dillon, There was to be 
found in the legislative assembly a 
large body of men who fought such 
a growth. The immense growth of 
social services, however, made it 
completely impossible for Parlia- 
ment to complete its legislation in 
every detail in the ordinary way, 
and a great deal. of power to legislate 
must be delegated to a Minister or 
other person responsible for the 
administration of the Acts. 

What was wrong with the Legisla- 
ture was that the standard of debate 
in the Dail was so high that the 
people were unduly. harsh on any 
measure of mediocrity which would 
be tolerated in many other Legisla- 
tures. 

Sir Walter V. Monckton, K.C., 
lawyer,

gating -legislation was necessary

Kollontay stated that 
the Soviet Government had no reason 
to have special trust in the present 
Finnish Government, but, if the 
Finns saw no other way, the Soviet 
Government, in the interests of 
peace, was ready to negotiate with 
the present Finnish Government con- 
cerning the cessation of hostilities. 

“ During the unofficial 
meeting, which, at the 
request of M. Paasikivi, took 
place on February 16th, M. 
Paasikivi told Mme. Kolion- 
tay. that he was empowered 
by. the Finns to find out the 
Soviet Government’s condi- 
tions regarding the cessation 
of hostilities by Finland 
and Finland’s withdrawal 
from the war.

“M. Paasikivi was told that if the 
Finnish Government was willing to 
accept these terms immediately the 
Soviet Government would be ready 
to receive in Moscow Finnish dele- 
gates to negotiate the actual agree- 
ment. 

“The rumours spread by some 
organs of the foreign ‘Press to the 
effect that the Soviet Government 
had demanded .Finland’s uncondi- 
tional surrender, and that the Soviet 
Union had demanded from Finland 
her consent to the occupation by 
Soviet, troops of the town of 
Helsinki and other large Finnish 
towns are without foundation.”’

Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agricul-

They had 
legal help when they appeared 
before a lawfully appointed tribunal, 
There was not the slightest evi- 
dence that the dismissal of those 
men had discouraged other Pro- 
testants from joining the service. It 
Was not possible to publish the 
report, .because too much was 
already known about the interior of
